WEDNESDAY, 
A NATIONAL PORT RUINED 

The fire that burned the docks, ware- 
houses and elevators at St. John, New 
Brunswick, megns much more than that a 
hea blow has been struck at the com- 
mercial life of that city and province. The 
wiping out of these terminals is a disaster 
of national importance. 

St. John is one of the two ports on the 
Atlantic coast of Canada into and out of 
which steamers can ply at all times of 
the year. Monday’s fire has thus cut down 
the winter shipping facilities of the Do- 
minion on that seaboard to one-half of 
what they were last week. 

Three years ago the St. John harbor 
was nationalized and placed under control 
of a federal commission. Three and a half 
million dollars of Dominion money were 
invested in the works which have gone up 
in smoke, and the restoration of the port 
is an undertaking for which parliament 
will have to make provision. 

It is to be supposed this will be at- 
tended to without delay. Parliament is in 
session, and there should be no difficulty 
in getting through an appropriation and 
starting the reconstruction forthwith. It 
Canadian trade is to flow through Cana- 
dian channels, our ports must be equipped 
with the necessary facilities. 


ENFORCE CONTRACTS OR KEEP 
MEMBERS? 

The executive of the Camrose constitu- 
ency branch of the U. F. A. think it would 
be “intolerable” to hold wheat pool mem- 
bers to the strict letter of their contract 
while markets are in their present condi- 
tion, and urge that farmers need to get 
the full price of their wheat when they de- 
liver it. 

What is evidently in mind is that the 
Alberta poo! should broaden out after the 
manner of the Manitoba pool, which re- 
cently decided to give its members the op- 
tion of pooling their grain on the usual 
terms or of selling it to the pool outright 
and getting paid in full for it at the time of 
delivery. That a large number of Al- 
berta pool members are in circumstances 
which make that a much desired privilege 
is to be supposed. 

Alberta pool officials have shown no 
inclination to follow the Manitoba lead. 
They perhaps fear that if this concession 
were made there would be very little 
pooled wheat this year, most of the mem- 
bers finding it desirable or even necessary 
to sell outright and get the full price at 
once, 

But if that is the position of affairs, 
just how can the contracts be enforced? 
Men under pressure of extreme necessity 
are not altogether free agents, and cannot 
be held normally responsible if they break 
contracts which they cannot keep without 
imposing hardship upon their families. 
Should any great number of Alberta pool 
members break their contracts under pres- 


sure of necessity, prosecution would be 
more likely to wreck the organization 


than to strengthen it. 

It might be better to meet the circum- 
stances of hard-up pool members by buy- 
ing their wheat, rather than compel them 
to pool the wheat at the risk of driving 
them out of the organization. As the tax- 
payers of the province are now responsible 
for the debts of the pool, they may be vi- 
tally affected by the decision of pool policy 
on this qustion. 
SENATOR ROBERTSON’S PROPOSAL 

Apparently the one definite result of 
the visit of Senator Robertson to Edmon- 
ton is a proposal that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment will pay half the cost of supply- 
ing meals to transient unemployed men if 
the Province and the municipality con- 
cerned will provide the balance. 

That is distinctly different from the 
proposal as understood from previous an- 
nouncements, These made it to appear 
that the Dominion would pay half the cost 
of direct relief, instead of the third-here- 
tofore paid, whether this relief was given 
to residents of the community or to needy 
strangers. 

As now explained the proposition is 
not that the Dominion will assist the 
municipality, in a more generous measure 
than hitherto, in taking care of its own 
unemployed residents; but thet the muni- 
cipality is asked to assume a new finan- 
cial burden, in addition to carrying the 
load it has been carrying.

who were in need of help, and that this 
was quite as large an obligation as its 
taxpayers could be properly made to as- 
sume. While help has been given to out- 
siders, here as elsewhere, this was done as 
a matter of humanity and not as a matter 
of right 

If the city is now to admit that it is 
responsible for transients also, there 
should be compensation coming from the 
Dominion to offset that added strain upon 
the civic finances. Council, with the ap- 
proval of the Provincial Government, 
might very well urge that in these circum- 
stances the Dominion should broaden its 
proposal and agree to meet half the cost 
of extending direct relief alike ‘to residents 
of the city and to “drifters” 

It is said, of course, that this proposed 
arrangement is temporary only, and de- 
signed to bridge the gap until the Domin- 
ion has settled upon a definite policy as 
regards relief or relief work, But “tem- 
porary” is an elastic word, which may 
mean two weeks or six months. And it is 
easier to make an arrangement and as- 
sume a-responsibility than to break the 
arrangement and repudiate the responsi- 
bility. Council would be well advised to 
treat the proposed lan as one of indefin- 
ite continuance, and to make safeguarding 
terms on that basis.

You will undoubtedly remember that 
I have told you in these columns that } 
the body has four ways of eliminating 
poisons: the lungs, kidneys, skin and 
bowels. For those who wish to get well 
and those who wish to retain their| 
health it is important that they learn | 
how to eliminate poisons through the} 
skin. “The healthy skin is always! 
throwing off impurities. 

Perspiration may be in two forms: 
one js the sweat or beods of moisture 
which you see; the other is in the 
form of insensible perspiration which 
you do not see. You lose most per- 
spiration through the latter period, We 
usually underestimate the value of the 
skin in throwing off wastes. The nor- 
mal body has about two and a half 
million pores through which {mpuri- 
ties are constantly being shunted. If 
all of the pores could be blocked, a 
person would die in a few minutes be- 
cause of the extreme toxemia or pol- 
sons which result becatise the pores 
are no longer open to throw out 
wastes, 

Some pores of the body throw off 
more persipation than the others. The 
hands especially tend toward excessive 


perspiration. Some diseases are ac- 
companied hy heavy night sweats 
which are always a sign of severe 


body poisoning and a blocking of some 


of the other eliminative channels. 
Every once in a while I get a letter| 
asking about perspiration which 


stains the clothing brick red, This col- 
oring comes from a certain type of 
bacteria which infect the sweat glands 
and can usually be cleared up by using 
daily baths and rubbing on dry ep-| 
som salts while the skin is still moist. |

sweat is to take exercises such as walk- 


igh rapidly or running cr vigorous set- 
ting up exercises, To take a good 
sweat bath at home try using the hot 
foot bath. You will get results by first 
taking a few exercises, then sitting on 
a chair next to the bath tub with the 
body wrapped in a woolen blanket and 
your feet in the hot water. A sweat 
bath given in bed is valuable in fevers 
such as influenza and for colds, 

There is no doubt that a free sweat- 
ing of the body eliminates large 
amounts of waste and brings about 
rapid recoveries in many disorders. 
However, the person in good health 
should also make sure of a daily sweat 
in order to keep in the best condition. 

Excessive perspiration is always a 
sign of toxemia or a blocking of some 
of the other channels of elimination. 
It is better not to suppress this per- 
spiration with chemicals. It 1s usu- 
ally a good plan to have a complete 
examination in order to determine the 
cause if the perspiration is excessive, 
or has a bad odor.

It averaged nearly ninety miles an 
hour, and the total cost for fuel, 
most important of all, was $1.75 for 
500 miles. 

The driver could just as well have 
carried four passengers, and if he 
had been going to California, the 
trip for each would have amounted 
to less than two dollars, That is 
something for railroads to think 
about. 

And why don't they, by the way, 
build light trains, or individual cars, 
driven by Diesel engines, and thus 
forestall airplane competition for 
years to come and make full use 
of their marvellous rights of way?
